Austin’s letter was made public

The letter said “Formosa is now 


at peace and will remain so une 
less someone resorts to force.” It 
expressed belief that “UN -con- 
sideration would contribute to a 
peaceful rather than a forcible 
solution of that problem.” 

The U.. S. emphasized that 
Formosa's “legal status cannot be 
fixed until there is international 
action to determine its future” 
since it is “territory taken from 
Japan” by the Allies Pacific vie~- 
tory. 

“The Chinese government was 
asked by the Allies to take the 
surrender of the Japanese forces 
on the islan¢,” the letter added. 
“That is the reason the Chinese 
are there now.”

Firing Ceases 
In Andrews Case 


WASHINGTON—Senator ‘Richard B. Rus- 
sell has revealed that he will make no move 
toward urging the President to fill the Federal 

judgeship vacancy in the Northern District of Georgia, caused by 
the Senate’s rejection of Judge M. Neil Andrews, until. Judge 
Andrews relinquishes the post. Under the law he is permitted to 
serve until the present session of Congress ends. Thereafter the 
jurist will,automatically vacate the post. 

At the time the Senate voted against confirmation of the 
Andrews appointment Senator Russell made known that he would 
stand on his original indorsement of former Superior Court Judge 
Boyd Sloan, of Gainesville, for the Northern District judgeship. 
In this he will be supported by Senator Walter F. George, whe 
joined with him in asking that the Andrews nomination be re- 
jected, 

In the meantime, the two Georgia Senators have been hopeful 
that the President would be able to find a jud®eship vacancy 
for Judge Andrews in the District of Columbia. That, in their 
opinion, would. be a happy solution to the. situation.. Both. have 
indicated to Department of Justice officials that. they would raise 
no objection to an appointment of the kind being given the 
Atlanta jurist. | 

Shortly before the Senate voted on the nomination recently 
Senator Russell received a call from Assistant Attorney General 
Peyton Ford revealing that an effort was being made to find 
a place for Judge Andrews here, either on the Federal District 
court or on the Board of Tax Appeals. So far as known, the 
matter is still pending. 


: Representative James C. Davis, of Decatur, 
Strong Fight made a strong fight on the floor of the House 
this week for adoption of an amendment which would prohibit 
the donation or distribution, of surplus American agricultural com- 
modities to countries operating under a Communist dominated 
form of government, Under consideration was a bill to define the 
authority of the Commodity Credit Corporation in distributing such 
surplus commodities, 

Judge Davis told the House he was concerned over instances 
in the past where, in seeking to help other nations, our good 
nature had done us harm. “We have only to think of the scrap 
iron that we shipped to Japan,” he said, “which came back to us 
in the form of bullets and bombs and killed our boys. We have 
only to think that Russia right now is using ships that we furnish- 
ed her to further her own ends,*thinking we were doing the right 
thing. We have hurt ourselves by undertaking to do good deeds.in 
that direction.” 

Communist dominated countries would accept gifts of our sur- 
plus products, he said, and then erase from the packages all evi- 
dence of their source. Davis wanted an ironclad amendment on the 
subject to prevent anything of the kind happening again. 

After a hot debate; in which Representative Eugene Cox, of 
Camilla, warmly supported the Decatur Congressman the House 
adopted a substitute amendment which Judge Davis thought would 
serve the same purpose, if properly administered. 


Boxcar Shortage Aroused by protests from a number of 
: leading industries in Georgia over the 
inability of the railroads to provide necessary boxcars fer shipment 
of freight, Representative .Prince Preston, of Statesboro, is pre- 
paring a resolution asking for an invéstigation of the boxcar 
shortage. Complaints he has received indicate that carriers from 
other sections of the country are not returning the freight cars of 
southern lines but are converting them to their own needs. 

Preston is planning to ask the House to launch an investigation 
of the situation. The kaolin industry of Georgia, for example, he 
said, had had its-shipments reduced from 96 to 35 cars a day be- 
cause of the boxcar shortage. Other state industries similarly af- 
fected are sugar refining, gypsum, umber and paper. 

The Statesboro Congressman wants some action taken to in- 
sure railroads ‘serving Georgia of getting their full qupta of re- 


turned boxcars. 

In a weekly letter sent out to his con- 
Wheeler Protest stituents in the Eighth Georgia District, 
Representative Don Wheeler, of Alma, complains somewhat bitter- 
ly of President Truman holding up post office appointments coming 
under his patronage. “The President,” he said, “is playing the 
cheapest kind of politics in the handling of postmaster appoint- 
ments. .. After the Congressman makes his recommendation it 
is sent by the Postmaster General to the White House to be ap- 
proved and sent to the Senate for confirmation. In the case of 
Southern Congressmen’ who fail to vote like the President wants 
them to these recommendations are simply allowed to be pigeon- 
holed at the White House.” , 

Wheeler said that by failing to make the nominations recom- 
mended to him “the President attempts to embarrass the Congress- 
man concerned to the point of coercing him into voting with the 
Administration.” 

The Alma member did not indicate what or how many ap- 
pointments he has recommended have been held up at the White 
House. ,

In fact, I think we 
might say with a certain reasonable- 
ness, that when faith in the brighter 
tomorrows completely dies out of a 
man’s mind, he is dead as far as his 
mind is concerned, although his body 
may still be alive. 

The Bible gives us, in this as in every 
other case, a formula which can help 
us keep looking for those better to- 

Dr. Peale morrows. You can find it in the Book 
of Romans where we are told, “All 
things work together for’ good to hem that love God.” This formula 
embodies what I believe is the profoundest, the greatest and the 
most powerful thought that any human being can have—the 
thought that God is with him, that he has the strength of God 
available to help him and nothing can defeat him because God is 
present with him. 

I am reminded of George Bernard Shaw’s great play, “Saint 
Joan.” It offers an excellent example of what a simple little peas- 
ant girl could do because she knew God was with her. There is a 
scene in which this innocent maid from Orleans comes one night 
to the headquarters of the French commander, who has only a 
handful of men opposing an overwhelming English army. She says 
to the commander: “Have no fear, sir. In the battle tomorrow, 
we will win.” 

Knowing the military facts, he is disgusted with such bravado, 
coming as it does from a peasant girl, and says, “Tell me why you 
think we cannot be defeated tomorrow?” 

She answers, “I don’t think, I know that we cannot be defeated 
tomorrow.” 

“Why?” he asks. 

“Because,” she says, “I hold in my hand this sword, which is 
God’s sword. With this sword no enemy can stand against me, 
for no enémy can stand against God.” 

Although those words have the ring of poetry, they are not 
poetry. Nor are they idle dreaming. They embody one of the 
greatest positive truths in the world. 

Of course, if you tell yourself, as so many negative thinker’ 
do, that you are defeated, that you can’t do it, that you can’t 
make the grade, that life is defeating you, you can count on it 
there will be no bright tomorrows for you. I can promise you 
that right now. That is a fact, a sure thing, and involves no spec- 
ulation at all. But if you think positively and believe in great 
things to come, then they will come. 

To find your brighter tomorrows you must do three things. 
Most important of all is to believe that by the presence of God 

- with you, you can win. Then, realizing that God is with you, find 
His quietness and peace so that you may become relaxed, free and 
easy rather than tense, rigid and all tied up inside yourself. And, 
third, allow your faith in God to change you by humbly admitting 
you need to be changed and then allowing faith to work the 
change you need. 

All things work together for disaster if you don’t love God, and 
“All things work together for good to them that leve God.” That 
is both a sad and glorious truth. It applies to you, it applies to me. 
It is a very simple rule. Everything will come your way for good 
if you love and trust and follow God. 

Down the pathway ahead are brighter tomorrows ff you are 
willing to pursue the simple practice of believing in the presence 
to touch you, a transformation of your personality can take place 
that will change everything from bad to good for you. And then 
of God as your everyday friend. Let Him put peace and quietness 
in your heart so the tension will go out. If you will allow Him 
you can have faith in and realize the brighter tomorrows.
